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NSO program 
gets under way 


The usual excitement, joy, relief, ap- 
prehension, bewilderment and other 
emotions accompanied arrivals to Gal- 
laudet Aug. 16 as the New Student 
Orientation (NSO) program got under 
way. 

However, order prevailed as members 
of the Student Body Government, con- 
spicuous in their NSO-labeled 
chapeaux, welcomed, directed, ex- 
plained and performed general “gofer” 
services for approximately 200 new 
freshmen and 100 transfer students. 

“The purpose of the program is to 
help new students make a comfortable 
transition to campus life,” said Norma 
Buemi, coordinator of Paraprofessional 
and Orientation Programs in the Stu- 
dent Affairs Office. “This requires 
cooperation from personnel in many 
Gallaudet units and departments.” 

The participants form 24 groups ac- 
cording to affiliations such as the 
Honors Program or the football team. 
Some newcomers are grouped accord- 
ing to to sign language skills, previous 
school experience or age. Of the last, 


one group includes 15 students ages 40 . 


to 57. 

During the two-week program, stu- 
dents are required to take English and 
math placement tests and meet with 
their academic advisers to plan their fall 
courses. 

Get-acquainted activities, including 
campus tours and a convocation in El- 
stad Auditorium Aug. 17 followed by a 
coffee hour in the Ely Center atrium, 
help ease the transition. Other events 
include a luncheon at a American Cafe, 
a tour of the Washington, D.C. area 
and parties in the Abbey and dorms. 


Ninety-four “old” freshmen from the 
School of Preparatory Studies joined 


the new freshmen and transfer students 
- Aug. 23 for the second week of NSO. 


A highlight of the program is a class 
photo taken of all women 
participants—a special event to mark 
the 100th anniversary of women’s ac- 
ceptance as students at Gallaudet. 

The day-long NSO-Parent Orientation 
program, held this year on Aug. 15, is 
integral to the program. Parents of new 
students are welcomed at a hospitality 
suite set up in Ely Center. They later 
attend sessions with various members 
of the administration, faculty and staff 
who provide information about Gal- 
laudet services and programs. 


According to Buemi, a typical 
response to the NSO-Parent Orienta- 
tion program was one parent’s com- 
ment, “I am impressed with the support 
systems that Gallaudet offers to both 
the students and their parents. Most of 
my questions were answered and | feel 
confident that my child’s needs will be 
met.”

Students arrive 
at NW Campus 


The quiet serenity of the Northwest 
Campus changed to excited activity last 
week as more than 200 new students 
arrived to attend the New Student 
Orientation (NSO). 

They are now participating in “various 
activities intended to make their transi- 
tion from home to college smoother,” 
according to Dr. Ken Epstein, assistant 
dean of the School of Preparatory 
Studies. 

Under the direction of Madie Shelton, 
the two-week program began Aug. 16. 
About 230 new preparatory students 
are attending NSO, which involves 
many of the same components found in 
the program for freshmen and new stu- 
dents at the Kendall Green campus. 

The preps will be registering, taking 
placement tests, meeting other students 
and spending time with their academic 
advisers. They will tour the Northwest 
Campus and Kendall Green, using the 
shuttle bus service that is available be- 
tween the two campuses. A two-and-a- 
half-day family orientation program is 
also part of the NSO. 

An additional 35 to 40 students who 
need to complete further requirements 
before they can become freshmen are 
returning to the Northwest Campus. 
Many will also be taking classes at 
Kendall Green, and some students from 
that campus will be traveling to the 
Northwest Campus to take non-credit 
math courses required before they can 
graduate. 

Interaction between the two cam- 
puses helps preparatory students feel a 
part of the whole University, according 
to Dr. Ann Davidson, dean of the 
School of Preparatory Studies. “Many 
people tend to forget that these stu- 
dents are admitted to Gallaudet Univer- 
sity, not just the preparatory program,” 
she said. “They're part of the University 
once they come here.” 

In addition to helping new preparato- 
ry students determine their course of 
study, academic advisers “are looking 
for students with potential communica- 
tion problems,” said Epstein. Only 
about half of the new students who 
have problems with sign language 
report their difficulties or attend the 
New Signers Program on Kendall 
Green, he pointed out. Students with 
sign language problems are encouraged 
to attend sign classes. 

The Northwest Campus is also home 
this coming school year to about 35 
students who are working for their as- 
sociate of applied science degrees in 
office systems programs. 

Another eight to 13 foreign students 
will be arriving Aug. 26 to participate in 
in the English Language Institute at the 
Northwest Campus, trying to acquire 
the English skills necessary for them to 
become Gallaudet students. 


Courses to begin 
in speechreading 


Speechreading courses, offered 
through the Department of Audiology 
and Speech-Language Pathology, will 
begin on Sept. 22. 

The courses will be available not only 
to students but also to the general pub- 
lic through the Special Populations Pro- 
gram of the National Academy. 

The classes were designed by the 
Aural Rehabilitation Team in the 
department. Among the faculty are 
Scott Bally, Mary Hughes, Dr. Harriet 
Kaplan, Mary Ann Meier and Mary Pat 
Wilson.

Gallaudet’s music program will be ex- 
panding this fall to include a full-time 
instructor and new equipment, thanks 
in part to a $39,000 grant received re- 
cently. 

The grant was given by the Military

Service Foundation (MOPH). 

Music program students with partial 
hearing will be able to listen to their 
work with the help of amplifiers. Pro- 
foundly deaf students will see and feel 
the music through color organs, laser 
lights and vibrating floors. 

“The new capabilities and equipment 
will greatly enhance the full develop- 
ment of potential of our student musi- 
cians,” said Diane Merchant, now a 
full-time instructor with the program. 
“We're looking forward to organizing 
ensembles during the coming year.” 

MOPH, an organization composed of 
combat wounded veterans, is commit- 
ted to assisting fellow vets and to im- 
proving the lives of disabled people, 
according to MOPH Adjutant General 
Frank Athanason. 

“When creative people have the op- 
portunity to make the most of their ta- 
lents, the rewards are rich,” he said.
